ing with a speech by Mr. McCumber 
which began a few m inutes after 11 
o’clock yesterday, there was no cessa­ 
tion in the speaking until the adjourn­ 
ment late in the evening. 
The whole 
time was occupied by three senators, 
Mr. Beveridge supporting the bill and 
Messrs. McCumber and Patterson op­ 
posing It. 
The Indiana senator con­ 
tended that while Arizona and New 
Mexico were unprepared for separate 
statehood, it was unjust to keep them 
out of the Union as one state. 
He 
took positive ground against the For- 
aker amendment, which allow s each 
territory to vote separately on the 
question of jointure. 
Mr. McCumber 
opposed the joining of even Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory, and Mr. Patter­ 
son held that Arizona and New Mexico 
should be admitted as separate states. 
Senator Beveridge concluded his ar­ 
gument In an hour’s impassioned ap­ 
peal today. 
Under agreement arrived 
at a week ago, the senate will begin 
voting on the amendments offered to 
the hill at 4 p. m. today, and the final 
vote will be taken before adjournment 
for the day. 
The house passed the Indian appro­ 
priation bill, carrying $7,785,528. 
It 
then proceeded to tangle itself up over 
the bill to abolish the grade of lieuten­ 
ant general in the army. 
The result 
was an adjournment for lack of a 
quorum after members had been lock­ 
ed in the hall for a half hour and tho 
assistant sergeants-at-arms had been 
scurrying to the various hotels In 
search of members.

Y’ork, March 9.— Indictments 
charging grand larceny In the first 
degree and forgery in the third degree 
by Frederick A. Burnham, president; 
G. D. Eldridge, first vice president, 
and George Burnham, jr., second vice 
president, of the Mutual Reserve Life 
insurance company, have been found 
by the grand jury. 
In all five Indict­ 
ments were brought against each of­ 
ficer, two for grand larceny and three 
for forgery. 
The alleged larceny and 
forgery was brought about, according 
to the indictments, by payments of 
$9,000 of the company’s money to law 
firms, the apparent purpose of which 
is alleged to have been 
to settle 
claim s against the company, while the 
real object is alleged to have been to 
settle actions which had been brought 
against officers of the company as in­ 
dividuals. 
The indictments on which a charge 
of larceny is based alleged that the 
officers embezzled two sums, one of 
$7,500 and the other of $1,500, on Oct. 
24, 1901. 
The three officers appeared In the 
court of general sessions, where Judge 
O’Sullivan fixed their bail at $12,500 
for each and fixed upon next Thursday 
as the tim e for pleading.

Cincinnati, O., March 9.—Checks for 
cash amounting to $700,000 were writ- 
tea, but never taken from the office 
of the Union Central Life Insurance 
company as a means of avoiding taxes, 
according to the testimony of Jesse R. 
Clark, treasurer of the company, In 
the suit of the county treasurer to re­ 
cover $175,000 taxes. 
This testim ony 
was given after a long argument by 
the attorneys against and for its ad­ 
mission. 
The attorney for the com­ 
pany offered to confess judgment for 
taxes on $700,000, the amount said to 
have been covered by unused cheoks 
and sought to keep from the record 
any statem ent by Treasurer Clark on 
the matter. 
However, it was finally 
decided to submit all the facts to the 
court and the statement of Mr. Clark 
followed. 
He said that when the time 
for paying taxes approached the com­ 
pany had immense amounts of cash 
in the banks, which were taxable as 
cash, but that all possible was trans­ 
ferred Into mortgage loans which were 
untaxable. 
Agents were notified to 
place all such money possible, and 
checks were drawn for the amount of 
cash on hand, the money being at once 
credited to the mortgage loan account 
and being considered untaxable.

Clark held that this was a perfectly 
legitim ate transaction, as the money 
was out of immedlato reach, the banks 
being notified that It had been set 
aside and was not 
to be checked 
against for the time.

Dr. D. J. Cummings, county health 
officer, has filed his report for the year 
1905. 
He reports the general health 
conditions in the county as good. 
He 
■says he found the work of the health 
officers in Seymour, Crothersville and 
Brownstown well done. 
He has found 
many school houses in the county in 
poor sanitary condition on account of 
faulty construction. 
He reports the 
county buildings in commendable con 
dition 
During the year there were 242 mar­ 
riages in the c o u D t y . 
Number of births-301 males: 250 
females. 
There were seven plural 
births. 
Number of contagious diseases:- 
Diphtheria, 2; scarlet fever, 98; cere 
bro spinal meningitis, 5; typhoid fever, 
102; erysipelas, 1; dysentery, 5: small 
pox, 1. 
There were 379 deaths during the 
year, 194 males and 185 females. The 
death rate was highest in February, 
when there were 46 deaths, and lowest 
in July, when there were 2} deaths.

among other things, that the Steel cor­ 
poration will 
either issue its own 
bonds to the extant of $25.000.000 to 
$35,000,000. or guarantee tho in ti’-est 
on a bond issue to :V t amount. 
"As our statements have shown,” 
said Judge Gary, "there has been set 
aside already $10,000.000 for the con­ 
struction of this plant. 
As the work 
progresses more funds will be requir­ 
ed, and It Is the consensus of opinion 
that It would not be to the best inter­ 
ests of all concerned to pay for the en­ 
tire cost of the new plarA out of earn­ 
ings.
